Anna Homud Shaw, who died at her 
home in Mbylan, Penn., at 7 o'clock 
Wednesday evenhig, after an ilness 
of only a few weeks. She contracted 
pneumonia and was in a Springfield 
hospital for two weeks.

the war. She was taken ill in 
Springfield, 111., about a month ago 
when on a. lecture tour which former 
President Taft and President Lowell, 
of Harvard University, in the inter- 
est of the League of Nations. 

Her secretary, Miss Lucy • E. 
Anthony, a niece of Susan B. Anthony 
who has been with Dr. Shaw 30 
years, and two nieces, were at her 
b.edside when she died.

Cleo Williams Brown and the 
late James Harvey Brown. He is 
just 80 years old and is now Lieuten- 
ant Colonel in the British aimy. He 
had been living in London for some 
time prior to the outbreak of the war 
and enlisted in the navy. He soon 
rose to Captain, displaying wonderful 
courage and skill. He never lost a 
man or a ship and for this he was 
decorated by King George with the 
Distinguished Sei-vice Order. After 
this he was sent to Mesopotamia and 
at the siege of Bagdad he was put in 
the army with the title of Major and 
served under Gen. Maude. A close 
and intimate friendship between the 
two developed. At the time he was 
made Major he was one of the fourth 
generation in direct line to wear that 
title, the first MaJ. Brown being the 
late Maj. A. J. Brown, of Garrard, 
his great srrandfather. 

Lieut. Col. Brown comes of two 
families long i)roinoini>nt in public life 
in Kentucky. His father was the 
youngest county attorney ever elect- 
ed in the State, choson by the voters 
at the ago of 21, and hi.s uncle, Judgo 
R. G .Williams, was the youngest 
County Judge ever elected in Kentuc- 
ky. He is a cousin of Frances Scott 
Key, author of "The Star Spangled 
Banner", nephew of the fifth genera- 
tion of Jack McKenzie, who fought 
in the Battle of New Orloan.s, and a 
cousin of the late Robert B. Crow, 
who fought in the Spanish-American 
War. Liout. Col. Rrown is a nephew 
of George Brown, of GaiTard, who 
has a son, James H. Brown, still in 
the service in Franre.

Well don't 
forget to extend my thanks and 
gratitude to Mr. Harry Ort and 
Jailer Watson. Well, as they have 
got the dynamo all turned up and 
hitting on all six, I guess I will have 
to close, so goodby and good luck 
to you all.
